New York. A permanent State Probation Commission was es- 
tablished to put into effect the principal recommendations 
of the Probation Commission of 1905.*

the omissions and errors. Further corrections are solicit- 
ed and will be printed in future Bulletins, if given to the 
Secretary.

THE THIRTY-FirTH CONFERENCE 


Will assemble at Richmond, Va., on Wednesday, May 6th, 1908, 
at 8 o’clock p.m. There will be a general session each evening, 
including Sunday, up to and including Wednesday May 13th. 
Each morning will be devoted to sectional meetings, except on 
Sunday morning when it is expected that most of the pulpits 
of the city will be occupied by delegates to the Conference. 


The Conference sermon will be at three o’clock on Sunday af- 
ternoon. 


GLIMPSES OF THE PROGRAM 


The Chairman of Committees have submitted the following in- 
formation about the program. Many of the titles of addresses, 
etc., as now given, are tentative, but all the names of speakers 
announced are those of people who are pledged to take part 
The complete announcement will appear in Bulletin No. 45, 
which will be ready about April Ist. 


STATE SUPERVISION 


Several new Boards and Commissions, some in operation, some 
projected, make this a timely and especially interesting topic. 
Mr. Platt plans, for the general session of his Committee, three 
brief addresses, one by Amos W. Butler, President of the 
Thirty-Fourth Conference, on ‘‘ Results of the Work of a State 
Board’’; one by Mrs. Kate Waller Barrett, of Alexandria, Va., 
on ‘‘The Value and Need of State Supervision for Both Public 
and Private Charities’’; one by Miss Kate Barnard, the Com- 
missioner of Charities and Corrections, of Oklahoma, on 
**Shaping the Destinies of a New State.’’ 

The Committee will probably hold two section meetings. One 
of these will be devoted to informal talks on ‘‘ Experiences in 
Inspection’’; the first fifteen minutes, being used by Alexander 
Johnson, to tell of some of his ‘‘ Early Experiences’’ as the Sec- 
retary of a new Board. The subject of the second sectional 
meeting is not yet ready for announcement. Mr. Mornay Wil- 
liams, of New York, and Mr. Wm. C. Graves, of Illinois, will 


take part in the meetings of this section on subjects to be an- 
nounced. 


THE INSANE AND EPILEPTIC 


After the exhaustive presentation, made last year, of institutions 
and methods of treatment, the Committee naturally turns to 
some other part which needs to be popularized, of the vast_sub- 
ject of Insanity. Dr. Searcy has chosen ‘‘Heredity’’ for the 
general subject of his Committee work, and will treat certain 
aspects of it at the general and sectional meetings, The de- 
tailed division between these is not ready for publication, but 
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the lines of discussion followed will be; 1. ‘‘Definition and Ex- 
planation of Heredity’’; 2. ‘‘Importance of the Subject’’; 3. 
“‘Heredity of Mental Deficiency and Defectiveness’’, with cases; 
4. ‘‘Prevention of Lineal Degeneracy’’; 5. ‘‘Improvement of 
Lines of Descent’’. It is probable that the five sub-topics men- 
tioned will be divided between one general and one sectional 
meeting, and that one section meeting will be given to a consid- 
eration of the necessity of both general and medical instruction 


in Insanity, with a special view to the prevention of the dis- 
ease. 


CRIMINALS: THEIR PUNISHMENT AND REFORMATION 


The only announcement yet made by Mr. Whittaker for his 
Committee, is that they will wish to hold several sectional meet- 
ings, and that at one of them the very interesting experiment 
in the employment of convicts in road making, now being suc- 
cessfully tried in Virginia, will be introduced by a Virginian 
member and thoroughly discussed. We may be sure this Com- 
mittee’s program will be full of interest. It will be ready for 
publication very shortly. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


Dr. Lindley, Chairman, announces that his Committee will pre- 
sent, at its general session, after a report by the Chairman, two 
papers, one by Dr. H. W. Wiley, of the U. S. Bureau of Chem- 
istry , on ‘‘The Importance of Pure Foods and Drugs in Rela- 
tion to Public Health’’; and one by Rev. Beverley Warner, of 
Trinity Church, New Orleans, La., on ‘‘The Negro’s Outlook for 
Health’’. So far, two sectional meetings are planned, one on 
Tuberculosis’’, led by Dr. Charles R. Grandy, of Norfolk, Va.; 
another on ‘‘The Housing Question,,’ in which Miss Harriet 
Fulmer, of the Chicago Visiting Nursing Association, and oth- 
ers, will take part. Another topic announced by this Commit- 
tee, which may possibly be considered at a third sectional meet- 
ing, is ‘‘The Social Work Conducted at the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital’’, introduced by Mr. James Minnick, of Provi- 
dence, R. I. 


STATISTICS 


Mr. Koren’s Committee plans for a general session and one sec- 
tion meeting. Two speakers are announced. Miss Kate Holla- 
day Claghorn, of the New York Tenement House Commission, 
will present ‘‘The Use and Mis-use of Statistics in Social 
Work’’; Mr. Frederick L. Hoffman, Statistician of the Pru- 
dential Life Co. of Newark, N. J., will speak on ‘‘Old Age Pen- 
sions’. Other topics and speakers will be announced in the 
next Bulletin. The Committee will be prepared to offer sugges-

tions as to uniform schedules to show the work and results of 
Child Saving Agencies. 


DEFECTIVES 


The program of Miss Gundry’s Committee will probably occupy 
one sectional meeting besides the general session. The subjects 
at present outlined are ‘‘The Needs of the State with Regard to 
the Feeble-Minded’’. the ‘‘Educational Problem’’, and the 
**Problem of Custodial Care’’. Members of the Conference are 
invited to spend one afternoon at the Loretta Training School, 
a private institution for the Feeble-Minded a few miles from 
Richmond, and it is possible that the sectional meeting may be 
held at that place. 


NEEDY FAMILIES: THEIR HOMES AND NEIGHBORHOODS 


Mrs. Glenn announces for her Committee, four sectional meet- 
ings in addition to the general session. The general subject of 
the Committee’s report will be ‘‘The Trained Worker in the 
Treatment of Needy Families’’, and the topics of the four sec- 
tional meetings will be, 1. ‘‘Case Work’’ illustrated by a Study 
of Selected Records from a Number of Charity Organization 
Societies; 2. ‘‘Methods of Treatment,,’’ in the Light of the 
Problem of Non-Employment During the Past Winter; 3. 
**Soeial Service in Isolated Mountain Communities’’; 4. ‘‘Rural 
Development and the Mountain Community’’. At the general 
evening session, the subject will be ‘‘The Church and the 
Home’’. The Committee is in correspondence with a number 
of people who are well qualified to present the above named 
topics, but arrangements are not yet so far completed as to allow 
the announcement of names, which will appear in Bulletin No. 
45. 

In addition to the formal program, there will be opportunity 
offered for the familiar discussion of technical questions, other 
than those on the printed announcement. Members of the Com- 
mittee will also be ready to arrange meetings, for questions and 
answers, between newer members of the Conference and those of 
more experience. The Committee also hopes to arrange for a 
good exhibit of C. O. S. methods, such as forms, blanks, regis- 
tration cards, ete. 

It will be seen from the above that the room devoted to this 
Committee will be well occupied, and that no officer or agent of 
a C. O. S. or a Relief Society, who can possibly attend, can af- 
ford to stay away from the Conference. 


CHILDREN 


Miss Curtis’s Committee will present a series of addresses and 
papers devoted to ‘‘Child Saving Work as Judged by its Suc- 
cess in Fitting Children for Life’. The general meeting of 
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this section will be on Sunday evening, and there will be at least 
eh sectional meetings. The topics so far planned are as fol- 
Ows: 

1, “‘The Educational Aspect of All Work for Children’’; speak- 
ers, President Alderman, of the University of Virginia; and 
others. : 

2. ‘‘Juvenile Courts and Probation—Part of the School Plant 
of the Country’’; speakers; Judge Mack, Chicago; and others. 
3. ‘“‘Child Labor and Compulsory Education’’ speakers; Edgar 
Gardner Murphy, Montgomery, Ala.; and others. 

4. ‘Institutions; How do they Prepare Future Citizens and 
Parents?’’; speakers; Mr. Thos. M. Osborne, Freeville, N. Y.; 
and others. 

5. ‘*Family Homes; Are They Preparatory Schools Also?’’; 
speakers; to be announced; 

6. ‘‘The Larger Uses of the Public Schools’’ (Recreation Cen- 
ters, Gardens, Playgrounds, Nurses, Visitors, Medical Inspec- 
tion) ; speaker; Miss Jane Addams, Chicago, III. 


PLACES OF MEETING 


The Governor of Virginia has promised to give the Conference 
the use of the State Capitol, as far as it is available, and morn- 
ing sessions of several sections will be held in the Senate Cham- 
ber, the House of Delegates, and other halls connected with the 
Capitol, each day. After the opening meeting, the business 
headquarters, registration desk, and the General Secretary’s of- 
fice will be at the Capitol. The evening general sessions will be 
held in one of the large churches, about one block away from 
Capitol Square. All the morning meetings, which are not held 
in the Capitol, will be in lecture rooms, ete., not over one block 
away from Capitol Square. 


THe GENERAL AND SECTIONAL MEETINGS 


A plan which has been slowly growing in favor for the past few 
years, will be put in thorough operation for the Thirty-Fifth 
Conference. This is to use only the evening meetings, for gen- 
eral sessions, and to devote all the mornings to sectional meet- 
ings, giving each Committee, that has use for it, a separate 
room, so. that they may adjourn from time to time, at their 
pleasure, and so that a lively discussion does not.need to be cut 
off, just when the interest is the greatest, to make way for some 
other section. Under this plan, the printed program becomes 
tentative, so far as it relates to sectional meetings, the Com- 
mittee work developing through the week, according to the in- 
terest manifested. Sectional meetings are not expected to be 
large, but they are of vital importance to each member in his 
special work. Members, who are not specialists, will be com- 
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pelled to choose between the various feasts of good things that 
are offered. Each one can attend all the general sessions, and 
so keep in touch with every department of the work, but no one 
can possibly attend even a majority of all the section metings. 
The most valuable papers presented at the sectional meetings, 
will appear, in condensed form, in The Proceedings. 


Then the evenings are given to the Committees, one to each, 
for a general session. Here the section makes its appeal to the 
general charitable public. Here it maintains its organic con- 
nection with the whole Conference. The evening addresses 
will be chiefly pre-arranged. Although the traditional free 
floor of the Conference will never be abandoned, yet the pur- 
pose of the general session is not so much discussion as it is to 
report to the world what the special interest has achieved, to 
present the newest and the ripest thought on a given subject. 

This plan does not contemplate making the sectional meet- 
ings exclusive. On the contrary, the rules against reading 
many, or long, papers, and for using the time for informal dis- 
cussion, will still prevail. Everybody who chooses to come is 
welcome to every meeting, both sectional and general, and the 
floor is free to anyone who has something to add or a question 
to ask. 


The following Committees have put in a claim for a special 
meeting place of their own, and will probably use it during at 
least two or three (and some of them five or six) mornings, 
i. e., the Committees on Children, Needy Families, Criminals, 
Public Health, The Insane, State Supervision, and Statistics. 
While not every one of these Committees will have a room as- 
signed for its exclusive use for the whole week, in no case will 
two meetings, one succeeding the other, be held in the same 
room on the same morning. 

The afternoons will be left free for rest, recreation, enter- 
tainment, informal meetings, and similar purposes. It is be- 
lieved that two meetings each day, with opportunity for indi- 
vidual informal conferences between them, is quite enough for 
the most strenuous delegate to enjoy.
